4 . The definition of "Regional Advance 
Licensing Committee” as given below shall 
be added in Paragraph 5 after the existing 
entry (ix) as' a net entry ‘(x)’. 

“RALC”' means the Regional Advance 
Licensing Committee functioning at the 
Office of the Regional Licensing Autho¬ 
rities headed by the Joint Director Gene¬ 
ral of Foreign Trade. 

CHAPTER IV

The Government has been considering suggestions 
for revision of procedures governing reimbursements 
of CST paid by the EOU/EPZ/FTZ units on pur¬ 
chases made by them from the DTA. After careful 
consideration, it has been decided to xevise the 
procedure on the following basis in supersession of 
the orders issued in this regard vide the Ministry of 
Commerce Order No. : 1/9/86-EP dated 27/7/1987 
and No : 10/3/86-EPZ dated 4/11/1986 las amended). 

2. The Export Oriented Units (EOUS) and units 
in Export Processing Zones (EPZs) and Fiee Trade 
Zone (FTZ) will be entitled to full reimbursement 
of Central Sales Tax paid by them, from the funds of 
Market Development Assistance (MDA) on the- 
purchases made by them from the DTA, to be utilised 
for export production, on the following terms and 
conditions : 
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(i) The supplies from DTA to EOU/EPZ/FTZ 
units must be utilised by them for production of 
goods meant for export and/or utilised for export 
production and may include raw material, compo¬ 
nents, consumables packing materials, capita] goods, 
spares, material handing equipment etc. on whiqh 
Central Sales Tax has been actually paid by the 
EOU/EPZ/FTZ units. 

(ii) While dealing with the application for reim¬ 
bursement of CST, the Development Commissioner

(ii) The reimbursement of CST shall be admissible 
only to those units who get themselves registered 
With the Sales Tax Authorities in terms of Section 7 
of the CST Act, 1956 read with (Registration and 
Turnover) Rules, 1957 and furnish a photostat copy 
of the Registration Certificate issued by the Sales 
Tax Authorities to the Zone Office concerned for 
keeping it in the relevant file.
